HELD UNDER BAIL 


C harles Boyer Suffered Fractur­ 
ed Skull in Trash Saturday; 
Father Improved. 


A fter an investigation of the acci­ 
dent by patrolmen of the state high­ 
way departm ent, Lloyd 
Fisher, 
of 
Flemmingtun, N. J., was arrested on 
charges of assault and battery and 
aggravated assault and twittery and 
result of a collision at the intersec­ 
tion of the Biglerville and Table Rock 
roads, Saturday afternoon in which 
Martin Boyer, 78, near Biglerville, and 
his son, Charles, 15, were injured. 
Bail was fixed at $1,000 for the 
two charges. 
F ish er’s ear was held 
as the bail piece, pending his return 
to G ettysburg either today or Tues­ 
day to furnish cash n» property bond 
before Justice J. U. 
Appier. 
Cor­ 
poral T. N. Boate it the prosecutor. 
According to the motor patrolman, 
Fisher was traveling at high speed 
on his way to Carlisle just before the 
accident occurred. 
Young Boyer was 
driving 
illegally, 
the 
patrolman 
■Hided, because drivers’ licenses are 
not issued to persons under 16, but 
that does not exonerate Fisher from 
blame for the accident, he declared. 
The younger Boyer suffered a frac­ 
tured skull in the crash and was un­ 
conscious for Borne time after he was 
admitted to tho W arner Hospital. He 
later regained consciousness, and is 
expected to recover rapidly. 
The elder Mr. Boyer suffered nu­ 
merous scalp wounds and a fracture 
of his right arm .

I Wanted to Tickle Him in the Foot, But Went a 
Little Too High,” Lad Declares in Relating 
Incidents Leading Up to Shooting; 
To Be Charged With Murder. 


Charles J. Null, Jr., 16, today was formally charged with the murder of 
his father. Charles J. Null, Sr., IO, a farmer, of Union township, near the 
Maryland line. 
The elder Null died Saturday afternoon, shortly after the son discharged 
a shot gun in his father’s direction, the load entering the right leg, near the 
thigh, causing hemorrhage, which caused the farm er's death. 
In addition to the charge of murder, the younger Null also faces JI 
charge of wantonly pointing and discharging a firearm. 
The w arrants for the young man’s arrest were sworn out before Justice 
J. L. Hill by Trooper Arthur Powell, of the local substation of the state po­ 
lice. at the instigation of District Attorney John P. Butt. 
Null has been 
in jail since late Sunday afternoon. 
The murder charge was brought on the strength of an alleged statement 
secured from the Null boy Sunday afternoon. 
In the alleged statem ent, 
which Charles signed, in the presence of Troopers Powell and Robenolt and 
District Attorney Butt, the boy is alleged to have related: 
“ I wanted to tickle him (his father) in the foot, but went a little too 
high.” 
Argued Over Working 
Previous statem ents in the alleged 
confession were to the effect that the 
boy and his father had argued. 
The 
boy wanted to go hunting, he said, but 
the father asked him to help him husk 
I corn on the farm. 
Relating to District Attorney Butt 
the events which preceded the shoot­ 
ing, young Null said he had been in 
Hanover for several days, helping to 
load cattle. 
He returned home about 
8 o’clock, Saturday morning, he r e ­ 
lated, and his mother upbraided him 
for not working. 
His father, also, he 
said, said he should stay h o m e and 
help him with the farm work. 
In the alleged confession, the boy’s 
answers to questions put to him by 
the prosecuting 
attorney of events 
which led up to the fatal shooting 
follow: 
Q. “ W hat happened after you got 
hom e?” 
A. “Well, we had a little argum ent 
about it there.’* 
, 
Q. “ Who h a d ? ” 
A. “ My father. 
Ile told me: ‘How 
about going to the corn field?’ I said 
I would like to go hunting. 
He said: 
‘No, you can’t go hunting.’ 
Ile got a 
stick after me. 
I thought before he 
hit me I would gf> along. 
I took the 
gun along and did not think of any ­ 
thing. 
I husked corn and helped him 
until dinner, and then came in for din­ 
ner, and then he said if I would help 
him to husk corn from one to two 
o’clock he would give me a nickle. Then 
we had another little argum ent about 
that.”

and that was all.” 
Father Bleeds To Death 
The elder Null bled to death shortly 
after the shooting, and before Dr. If. 
M. Alleman, of Hanover, whom the boy 
summoned by telephone, arrived. 
The boy was standing about eight 
feet from his father when the shot 
was fired, and Mrs. Null was standing 
in the doorway of their home about 
five feet behind her son. 
As soon as the father fell, mortally 
wounded, he shouted to his son, “Go 
fetch a doctor.” 
Those were the last 
words CKarlas heard his father utter, 
he says in his signed statement. 
According to the 
statement, 
the 
father had been drinking beer. 
When 
asked if the elder Null was intoxi­ 
cated, the son is alleged to have said, 
“ He was about half and half.” 
“ Accidental” Is Verdict 
The murder charge followed a find­ 
ing by a coroner’s jury that Null had 
come to his death "accidentally.” Cor­ 
oner E. A. Miller empanelled his jury 
in Littlestown, Sunday afternoon. Toe
